ITS ALL ABOUT THE 
HAMILTONS, BABY 

OF CITY’S TWO HAMILTON STATUES, ONE EXPECTED BACK IN TIME FOR MUSICAL’S CHICAGO DEBUT

All things about our nation’s first treasury 
secretary are hot right now thanks to the 
Broadway musical sensation “Hamilton,” 
so with two statues of the play’s namesake 
missing from Chicago parks, naturally their 
whereabouts have been questioned. 

Turns out the golden statue normally at Di- 
versey Parkway and Cannon Drive is under- 
going a makeover but will return to its home 
in Lincoln Park in time for “Hamilton” to hit 
Chicago this fall. 

Chicago Park District spokeswomanjessica 
Maxey-Faulkner said the restoration of the 
Alexander Hamilton statue was scheduled 
before the recent Broadway musical, which 


starts Chicago performances Sept. 27 at the 
PrivateBank Theatre in the Loop. 

The statue was removed from its base in 
September to touch up its gilded finish, a 
process in which a thin layer of gold leaf is ap- 
plied onto the bronze surface of the statue, 
she said. 

The 13-foot statue, installed in 1952, is in 
the hands of Andrzej Dajnowski, director of 
Conservation of Sculpture and Objects Stu- 
dio in Forest Park. Dajnowski was hired by 
the Art Institute of Chicago for what may be 
the second time the statue has been regilded, 
Maxey-Faulkner said. She said the Art Insti- 
tute’s records indicate that the statue was re- 
gilded in 1983 but not when the statue got a 


new pedestal in 1993. The Art Institute could 
not immediately comment on that. 

The work is being paid for by the conserva- 
tion fund set up by the late Chicago philan- 
thropist and art patron Kate Sturges Buck- 
ingham for the Alexander Hamilton statue 
and for Buckingham Fountain. The Art Insti- 
tute administers the fund and contracts with 
a conservator to handle the ongoing care, 
preservation and restoration work on the two 
public monuments, spokeswoman Amanda 
Hicks said. 

Another statute of Hamilton used to sit 
in Grant Park but was removed for the con- 
struction of Millennium Park, which opened 
in 2004. 


The park district in conjunction with the 
B.F Ferguson Monument Fund placed the 
bronze statue along with the granite base and 
pediment in storage, Maxey-Faulkner said. 

“Long-range plans include returning the 
monument to a new location in Grant Park,” 
Maxey-Faulkner said in an email. The timing 
of when that could occur is unclear. 

The statue was sculpted by Bela Lyon Pratt, 
the same artist who created the Nathan Hale 
sculpture standing outside Tribune Tower on 
North Michigan Avenue. Photos show the 
Hamilton statue was tucked in an arched orna- 
mental niche with two columns. The masonry 
was designed by Coolidge and Shattuck Archi- 
tects of Boston in 1917, Maxey-Faulkner said.

WORTH A TRIP

A distinct smoky aroma greeted me at the 
door of Mezcaleria Las Flores. I wasn’t sure 
what to expect at the Mexican spirit-inspired 
bar connected to Logan Square’s Johnny’s 
Grill, the former greasy spoon that reopened 
in August with new owner and esteemed 
pastry chef Sarah Jordan, who makes a mean 
pop tart. But the bar was high for a water- 
ing hole run by a former beverage director 
for Rick Bayless’ Frontera Grill. Mezcal, an 
agave-based spirit often mistaken for a type 
of tequila (they’re more like cousins), has 
been creeping into cocktail programs more 
and more in recent years, but Mezcaleria 
Las Flores is the first of three mezcal bars to 
open in Chicago this year. 

Similar to true Champagne, mezcal must 
be produced in a specific region of Mexico, 
including nine states and counting, beverage 
director Jay Schroeder said. It’s made from 
roasting the hearts of the maguey agave suc- 
culent, which generally yields a moderately 


smoky characteristic. Schroeder said he was 
“terrified” that the concept would be too in- 
timidating, but he designed the menu so each 
drink would evoke a “What is that?” reaction 
from others in the bar. For those who are 
new to mezcal, the seven-cocktail menu in- 
cludes a guide that scales how spirit-forward, 
smoky and adventurous each cocktail is. 

Schroeder categorizes “adventurous” 
ingredients as “flavors that exist outside of 
food.” The Magnetic Pole Reversal cocktail 
highlights another agave spirit called sotol, 
which tastes like “fresh-cut grass,” he said. 
The drink doesn’t leave out the other senses 
in the tasting experience. The banana leaf 
that’s wrapped around the glass adds an 
interactive element— the fresh green aroma 
complements the vegetal characteristics of 
cucumber-coriander-basil puree, suze (an 
earthy type of bitters made with gentian root) 
and fresh lime juice garnished with basil. 
Bright and fresh, the Magnetic Pole Reversal 
is great for those who don’t love smoke. 



Johnny’s Grill and Mezcaleria Las Flores— 
formerly a bar called The Flower Shop, which 
was actually a flower shop in a past life (hence 
“las Bores”)- aren’t entirely separate entities. 
While an unlikely pairing, the diner menu is 
available to bar patrons, which can be handy 
a few drinks in (shoot for the breakfast pota- 
toes). Only a set of swinging doors separates 
the brightly lit diner from the intimate bar, 
but the atmospheres couldn’t be more dif- 
ferent. The bar’s deep turquoise blue walls 


are a relaxing backdrop to a few Mexican 
antiques, hanging succulents and a colorful 
array of flowers that decorate the bar shelves 
and a beer case. Though Schroeder wanted 
the space to speak to authenticity “I wanted 
it to be authentically us, more than I wanted 
it to be authentically Oaxacan. I wanted it to 
be a comfortable space where people can let 
loose.”

What became known 
as the Chicago Freedom Movement used King’s 
peaceful demonstration tactics to demand 
equal treatment for African-Americans in the 
city, most importantly for “open housing,’’ or an 
end to real estate practices that were discrimina- 
tory against black people and supported racial 
segregation in certain neighborhoods.
